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Sausages Grow On Trees 
In The Sunshine State 


OLD MAY NOT GROW on trees in Florida, but cotton, sau- 
G sages and cannonballs do! Apropos of this ... the 
cotton or kapok tree which is important in industry; the 
exotic sausage tree, one of the wonders of the resort; the 
tree whose fruit very closely resembles cannonballs. 

Persons who have been only mildly interested in trees 
before, are inspired to make a study of them when they 
arrive in Palm Beach and see the unusual and sometimes 
weird specimens all over the place. If you get bored with 
“nothing to do” tree exploration is a delightful solution. And, 
it is not only diverting but highly educational. 

Many of the unique trees here are not only decorative 
and enhance the tropical atmosphere, but are functional in 
their main purpose and of great service to various industries. 
The picturesque value of Florida trees is obvious . . . from 
the regal palm and unusual seagrape, to the sprawling ban- 
yan and distinctive Australian pine. 

Here is a brief discussion of some of the “different” 
types: 

SAUSAGE TREE: This eye-arresting tree, which has 
“sausages suspended from cords,” is rather small with large 
pinnate leaves, each with seven or nine leaflets . . . dull red- 
dish brown flowers (the “sausage” is the fruit). 

PINE: Much of the wealth of the state (Florida) is in 
the pine forests . . . there are six native species. They are 
the source of turpentine and resin, also an excellent grade 
of white paper. 

SILK COTTON TREE OR KAPOK: Although the ori- 
ginal habitat of this unusual tree is India, it now grows in 
the warmer portions of the central and southern areas of 
Florida. Branches are horizontal and in whorls; both trunk 
and branches are covered with large prickles. The inner bark 
yields a fiber suitable for cordage . . . the soft stuffing sur- 
rounding the seed is used to fill cushions (very bouyant). 

GUMBO LIMBO: A Florida native and very popular 


in the southern part of the state . . . has little foliage. The 
reddish brown trunk is covered with thin flakes of bark 
which are always peeling off ... the resinous sap is the 


source of a gum used by druggists. 


WILD CINNAMON OR WHITE WOOD: Indigenous to 
southern Florida . . . the leaves, wood and bark emit the 
odor of cinnamon. Thick, shiny, oval leaves comprise the 
dense foliage. 

AUSTRALIAN PINE: Ubiquitous to central and south- 
ern Florida, it is in reality not a pine at all. Utilized exten- 
sively for closely clipped hedges, for windbreaks, street and 
highway plantings. These trees do resemble pines, their wiry, 
drooping branchlets mistaken for pine needles. 

SEAGRAPE: This strictly tropical tree (numerous in 
Palm Beach), grows along the sea coasts, where it withstands 
the battering of storms . . . it resembles a bush, but in pro- 
tected places grows to a height of more than forty feet. The 
dark green leaves are round, large, thick, glossy and rubbery 

. . old leaves turn into brilliant colors. Delicate sprays of 
small ivory flowers appear early in March and develop dur- 
ing summer months into long drooping clusters of grapes 
which ripen in September. Seagrapes grow wild along the 
coast from Miami Beach to Palm Beach.

Maroons Unique in Jamaica 


rMHE MAROONS OF JAMAICA, B.W.L., 
[ who were descended from the orig- 
inal Spanish settlers and other runa- 
way slaves, defied the British, who ac- 
quired the Island in 1655, and kept the 
2edcoats at bay for nearly one hundred 
years. The Maroons, fighting in the 
mountains and dense jungles, rallied 
around a new leader in the great insur- 
rection of 1728 and gave the British 
officials and militia many a headache. 
This leader was called Cudjoe and he 
came to be known as the Black Ruler of 
Jamaica. He was a military genius in his 
way and he gave the British so much 
trouble that they were willing to sign a 
peace treaty in 1738. This treaty granted 
amnesty and freedom to the Maroons 
and gave them an autonomous govern- 
ment within the Colony. The treaty is 
still in force today. 


Banana Grows Speedily 

The banana, for which Jamaica, 
B.W.IL., is world-famous, is one of the 
fastest growing trees in the world. If 
one of them is cut with a machete about 
half way down the trunk it will start 
growing new leaves within 10 or 12 
hours. These new leaves push up 


through the center of the trunk in the 
form of a tiny green sprout and within 
a couple of days there will be a new 
leaf and from then on a new trunk 
emerges from the old and a new tree 
comes into being. 


A Sweet Nibble 

The average native-born Jamaican 
likes sugar cane and will nibble at a 
piece of it for hours or all day. The 
natives use their teeth to strip off the 
hard outer shell and then chew the 
bared stem, sometimes meditatively, as 
the average white man chews his cigar 
stub. 

Farmers Profit From Hotels 

The native farmers of Jamaica have 
taken their cue from American “big 
business.” Recently a group of these 
husbandmen (to use a good old English 
term) have been forming an association 
designed to keep the many tourists sup- 
plied with fresh fruit and vegetables at 
the various resort hotels and cottages. 
Potatoes and tomatoes are included in 
the produce grown in this tropic isle. 
Plans are now being made to include 
native poultry. Jamaica fruits, of course, 
are many, varied and exotic. Pawpaw 


and naseberries have proved very popu- 
lar with the thousands of visiting tour- 
ists. 
Where Horses Run Uphill 
The little native horses of Jamaica 
(and we’re not talking about Belmont 
Park racetrack) can outrun and outlast 
the big American horses. A hill seems 
to act as a challenge to the Jamaica 
breed, whether drawing a carriage or 
under the saddle, while the stalwart 
American horse is all too willing to walk 
when the roads are upgrade. This is 
partly because over 65 per cent of this 
West Indian island is mountainous and 
the horses are used to hilly roads. 


Mineral Springs in Jamaica 

The British West Indian island of 
Jamaica has mineral springs on various 
parts of the island, including Black 
River Spa, at St. Elizabeth; Dunlookin, 
White River near Ocho Rios; the Baths 
of St. Thomas the Apostle, at Bath, St. 
Thomas; Milk River Bath, Rockport, 
near Kingston. It has also been reported 
that curative qualities have been found 
in the Caribbean Sea at Montego Bay, 
due to alleged content of iodine and 
radium.

CANNONBALL TREE: This rare specimen is of inter- 
est because of its unusual flowers and fruit . . . closely re- 
lated to the Brazil-nut tree of commerce. The red and pink 
blossoms are very fragrant ... borne on long stalks at- 
tached to trunk or larger limbs. The grayish-brown fruit is 
hard-shelled and hangs down on stems which project from 
the trunk or main branches on all sides . . . very numerous 
and resemble cannon balls (about eight inches in diameter 
and filled with a foul-smelling pulp). 


FIG OR RUBBER TREE: Of the six hundred known 
species, two are native of Florida. Aerial roots hanging from 
the branches, many of which reach the ground, form a tree 
with many trunks of varying size . . . they all bear figs and 
all have a milky sap which contains rubber. Some trees have 
small, dark green leaves, while others are leathery, large and 
thick. A strange characteristic is the flower inside the fruit, 
which is dark red. 


GateGL ot suberb design... BANYAN (or Strangler Fig): Native to the extreme 
Tocueieacusneciedd southern portion of the mainland of Florida and on the keys 
shimmering pear shaped diamond drops ... grows rapidly to a height of thirty-five feet. An epi- 
phytal, the leaves are dark green, thin, broadly pointed and 
about five inches long; small red fruit which hangs from 
drooping stalks. 


ROYAL POINCIANA OR FLAMETREE: Florida’s 
most gorgeous flowering tree...a mass of scarlet flowers 
cover the tree in a riot of color (during the early summer). 
AAisant Kégueties: bordering Foliage is delicate, pale green and lacy . . . the tree attains a 
a center of carefully selected height of thirty feet; the spread of the branches being nearly 

emeleasrocramonds as wide as the tree is high. 


LIVE OAK: One of the most famous and valued of 
Florida’s trees ... the giant forest specimens live to be 
hundreds of years old. Huge, far-spreading branches, mas- 
sive trunks, evergreen leaves! Often the branches are grace- 
fully draped with silvery Spanish moss. This is the oak most 
widely planted in Florida. 


TRAVELER’S PALM: This is not a palm at all, but a 
tree closely related to the banana .. . it has the appearance 
of an over-sized fan. The trunk is composed of the sheaths 
of leaf stalks . . . at top of the trunk the leaves spread out 
into two rows on long stalks. The name is derived from the 
interesting fact that refreshing water is stored at the base 
of the leaf stalk and may be easily obtained by the thirsty

ATTIE CARNEGIE, OFTEN referred to as “the first lady of 

fashion,” never has any clothes of her own. The reason 

for this is . she sells them, right off her back! She dons 

a new little suit or gay little blouse, a client comes into her 

salon or some friend meets her for luncheon, they admire 

and want them and “gone with the wind’ is her latest 
costume. 

Last year when Hattie Carnegie received the American 
Fashion Critics’ Award, the citation read, “for distinguished 
contribution to the long range development of good taste in 
dress in America.”

Her position in the huge garment industry is unique. 
Through an unerring sense of good taste, style and hard 
work, this human dynamo, has developed a tiny dressmaking 
business into an eight-million-dollar-a-year apparel corpora- 
tion. As Hattie Carnegie, retail, she operates an exclusive 
salon, with a chic custom dressmaking department. And, as 
Hattie Carnegie, wholesale, she manufactures ready-to-wear, 
accessories and cosmetics, which are distributed nationally. 

The bulk of her income is derived from the manufactur- 
ing activities, but her prestige and authority as an exponent 
of fashion, comes from her custom salon. It is a veritable 
“walking brochure” for new styling ideas and a “test pilot” 
for Carnegie wholesale. 

In search of “behind the scenes fashion information,” 
stopped in at her Fifth Avenue establishment for an inter- 
view. Although she was in the midst of getting together a 
new collection, she graciously consented to discuss the whys 
and wherefores of fashion and styling. 


“Simplicity . . . complicated simplicity . . . has always 
been the backbone of good designing. Simple clothes of good

Hattie Carnegie herself is 
a small person ... four feet, ten inches and weighing not 
much over 100 pounds. According to her employees, she is 
“sheer dynamite,” never sitting still five minutes, but always 
on the run, doing a million things at one time. 

Miss Carnegie has always been a trend-setter. Among 
her revolutionary designs which have made conversation 
pieces are: off-shoulder evening gowns; shoulder line; short- 
length evening dresses. 

The famous Carnegie ‘“‘little suit’? is her own preference 
in clothes. When interviewed, she was wearing a pale grey 
wool dressmaker-type suit with black accessories and gold 
jewelry.

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Sanibel-Shell Heaven 


AKE A TRIP to Sanibel and search for Angel’s Wings, learn 

the Chinese Alphabet, and perhaps witness an amethyst 
sea as trillions of Violet Snails approach the wee island’s 
south shore in the Gulf of Mexico. 


Sanibel is the wealthiest of all Florida’s seashell haunts. 
Tons of shells are delivered there with each incoming tide 
and some of the rarest on earth are found along the island’s 
snow-white sandy beach—the Lion’s Paw of terra cotta hue, 
cone of the finest as conchology goes, and the still rare 
Junonia, exclusive to Sanibel. One from the island once 
brought $25,000 at a London auction in the days when the 
shell fad began in Britain and America. 


The last of a string of coastal islands south from Char- 
lotte Harbor, fewer shells are found on the others, and 
along 700 miles of the big paw’s West Coast from Pensacola 
southward, no area may be compared to Sanibel in yielding 
beautiful and startling specimens. 


Hundreds of shell enthusiasts visit the island annually, 
and a familiar sight is the bincular bearing hunter armed 
with a collecting box and sandwich, eyes cast downward 
trodding the shores where the crackle of shells resounds 
ever in your ears. 


You don’t have to be a conchologist, zoologist or botanist 


to recognize good and authentic shells. Searching for them 
is infectious too, so that the rankest amateur, even the indif- 


ferent came-alonger feels a thump of adventure in his heart 
as he views the treasures spread out at his feet as far as 
the eye can reach. 


Shells are not like metals, rocks, or precious stones, 
formed by the elemental forces of earth and sky; nor are 
they stamped out like coins, but instead are the product 
of a group of animals so old that fossils have been found 
from the Paleozoic era more than 300 million years ago. 


Their beauty is an inspiration, and each has a story. 
Poets have been inspired to write about them and their 
spiralling ability has spurred architects and sculptors to 
borrow their dynamic curves in giving marble and stone 
living beauty. 


Over 400 species of the frail framework biologists call 
“skeletons carried on the outside of animals without back- 
bones” may be found on Sanibel. It is one of the few 
places in the world where mollusks, their shells still bril- 
liant with life (they become dull after death), may be 
found without dredging. 


Of the thousands of islands dotting the West Coast, 
why should Sanibel above all others be so richly endowed 
as to be known as the conchological paradise of the West- 
ern world? 


The answer is simple according to Captain Leon Crum- 
pler, who operates the ferry from Punta Rassa (historic as 
the sending point of a message during the Spanish American 
war that revealed the sinking of The Maine), to Sanibel. 
The island’s geographic position—its east-west direction, 
plus its shallow Gulf bottom and saline content of water 
just right for the taste of mollusks, attracts and forms a 


harrier for the sea creatures as thev travel northward from 
the tropics. 


Off the beaten path and Tamiami Trail, fifteen miles 
out of Fort Myers, and four across the Bay of San Carlos, 
Sanibel is still a “paradise enow.”’ The sun beats down on 
its natural beauty just as in the days when DeSoto visited 
there and christened it Santa Isabella. Untarnished by the 


touch of tourist hordes and utterly non-commercial, sans 
billboards and neon lights, its shores attract those who find 
happiness in Natures’ masterpieces. 


Boasting a population of a few hundred, in February 
when the annual shell show takes place, visitors swell the 
number to several thousand. Two hotels and guest homes 
care for the visitors, and to facilitate transportation an 
extra ferry is borrowed from Tampa. 


Those who have witnessed the carnival say it’s some- 
thing to remember. Ted Pratt, Florida author of the 
“Barefoot Mailman” classic. wrote a first piece on shell 
show goings on in 1941. When recently asked to give 
first-hand account, he said: 


““Tf you can wait long enough till the ferry lands you on 
Sanibel (full capacity at show time is twenty-one cars) and 


survive the three-mile ride over washboard roads to the 
community house, you’ll really witness shell showing at 
its best.” 


All shells must be Sanibel-found. There are no prizes 
awarded and the main exhibits are not for sale. The usual 
exhibitor, whether amateur or professional, is a specialist 
in at least one or two species so that finest examples adorn 
every display. 


Running the length and breadth of shelldom, the Feb- 
ruary affair brings to light the islands’ best collections— 
the dazzling junonia, flashy Lion’s Paw, the brilliant bowl- 
shaped buttercup shells; and includes myriads of Calico Scal- 
lops and shells given picturesque names by the amateurs— 
The Ladies Ear, the heart-shaped Rose Cockle, Turkey Wing, 
Star Shell, and Sharks Eye, one of the most aggressive Car- 
nivores with a powerful tongue to crack and eat mollusks. 


No skill is needed in recognizing the majority of ama- 


teur-christened species. Note illustration of the screw sheil, 
The Bleeding Tooth, Angel’s Wing and Worm Shell. 


If you’re a brisk and capable driver, you can travel due 
West from the mainland over State Route 80, even stop. for 
a glimpse of Lake Okeechobee’s seven hundred square miles 
of water and snap a picture or two of the vast rolling 
prairies of the Everglades and still arrive at Sanibel in time 
for lunch. This would mean breakfasting at a respectable 
hour and setting off about eight-thirty or nine. 


One hundred twenty-three miles straight Across the pene 
insula, plus fifteen out from Fort Myers to Punta Rassa 
over Florida Route 867 brings you within view of Sanibel. 


It’s a trip worth taking if you enjoy natural wonders, 
over Florida Route 867 brings you within view of Sanibel. 
Captiva, shell, bathe, lunch and fish, and still be back in 
Palm Beach for dinner at eight.

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Store of shells—Sanibel Island. Its southern shores laved by the waters of the Gulf of Mexico are lined knee-deep in treasure trove for the conchologist. Tons of rare and 
not-so-rare specimens are washed ashore with every incoming tide. 


EYESTONES 


NDREDS OF VISITORS who cone to Palm Beach each 
winter spend much of their time on the beaches, find- 
ing their delight and recreation in search of the delicate and 
intricate shells that King Neptune himself fashions and 
proudly tosses up on the sands as evidence of his handicraft. 
But is is not likely that the collections of these amateur 
conchologists—especially the newcomers—contain the prize 
of them all, for this one, the “eyestone” is not as easily 
recognized, or as eagerly sought, as it was in days past when 
beachcombers not only appreciated its beauty, but recognized, 
as well, its magic powers. 

Webster’s Unabridged describes the “eyestone” as “a 
small lenticular calcareous body, especially an operculum of 
a small marine shell of the family Turbinidae .. .” That 
part of the description makes the eyestone sound like a horri- 
ble little ghoolie, but it’s far from that, for Webster con- 
tinues: “It is used to remove a foreign substance from the 
eye. It is put into the inner corner of the eye under the lid, 
and, working its way to, and out at, the outer corner, often 
brings with it the foreign substance.” 

Just as Mother Nature, through roots and herbs and 
grasses, has produced cures for the ailments of man, so has 
King Neptune taken a hand and provided a remedy for the 
sand or cinder blown into an eye. There are many eye special- 
ists who declare they “never heard of it,” and disapprove of 
its use—but the proof of the eyestone’s usefulness is down in 
Webster’s—and in the testimony of the old-timers who know 
its magic powers. Indeed, there are many, even today, who 
would not think of taking a train or motor trip without a 
supply of eyestones on hand, for they would not be caught 
with sand or cinder in an eye, without a remedy handy in 
their purses.

First of all, like the Three Bears, they come in sizes— 
large, medium and small. A large eyestone might be the size 
of a split pea, while the tiny ones are half the size of the head 
of a pin. They’re the ones to find! 

They resemble a lens, smooth and curved on one side, 
flat on the other. In color they range from shiny porcelain 
white, or rose, or a delicate blue. On the flat side there is a 
tiny, dark dot . . . and the dot is the secret of the eyestone. 
Composed of calcium, it reacts to any substance, even as the 
liquid covering the eyeball, and a small bubble forms, causing 
the eyestone to move about. 

Smear a smooth surface with vinegar. Put an eyestone 
in the vinegar, and this pretty little “gem of the ocean’ ac- 
tually will work its way out! It’s fun! It’s exciting! (In fact, 
it’s gambling, as some of the soldiers here during the war 
played it—each picking an eyestone as a “horse” and betting 
on the first to reach the outside ring of a vinegar-covered 
surface!) 

There once was a flourishing market for these now 
little-known stones that are found, some say, nowhere else in 
the world except on the 18-mile stretch of beach between 
Palm Beach and Jupiter. Many years ago a woman visitor 
combed the beach for eyestones, sold them in Boston for 10 
cents each, and paid for her Florida winter expenses! Later 
they were produced commercially as “Divine Stones,” a com- 
posite of potassium alum, copper sulphate, potassium nitrate 
and camphor, but modern optometric practice has done away 
even with the substitute. 

Find a gathering of small shells on the beach. Search 
through them carefully. At first you’ll overlook the little gem, 
for the eyestyne is an elusive little fellow to those who 
haven’t hunted for them. But later, perhaps, you’ll get to 
be as adept an eyestone hunter as the late Gus Jordahn, who 
could spot one 20 feet away. You’ll search hours without 
finding one—then, all of a sudden, come up with a dozen. 
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Valatka Iavine Gardens 


HE PALATKA RAVINE GARDENS, located in Palatka, Fla. are 
said to be the nation’s most outstanding beautification 
project and among the wonders of the modern world. Com- 
prising hundreds of thousands of colorful blooms, they blend 
into the hillsides of the 85 acres of Florida’s only natural 
ravines, which range in depth from 70 to 120 feet... 
against a background of murmuring brooks, fed from the 
numerous springs, which dot the terrain. 

The Mecca of visitors from all over the world, the 
Palatka Ravine Gardens include over 105,000 azaleas, 11,000 
palms, countless varieties of tropical plants. These are in- 
terspersed among the native woods and line the seven and a 
a half miles of undulating foot paths . . . also the five miles 
of scenic drive. 

The chief charms of these gardens, is perhaps the fact 
that the whole place is developed in a natural setting . 
dramatized by prodigal plantings of flowering shrubs, bulbs 
and annuals. The old and the new merged in a glorious array 
of color and form. 

Equally interesting to the casual observer and the bot-

The Court of States, which flies the flag of every state 
in the union, from the rock columns, is located at the entrance 
to the Gardens ... to the south, just inside the stately 
gates. 

Nearby is an 85-foot shaft, erected to commemorate the 
enterprise and the vision of those who co-operated to make 
these lovely Gardens possible. Workmen who supplied the 
physical labor were represented through voluntary contribu- 
tions, as were private individuals, who expressed their in- 
terest through donations. 

The administration building, unique in design, is built 
entirely of native cypress wood, adding to the charm of the 
entire panorama. 

A winding trail to the left, leads you past the artistic 
fountain on the upper level of five hillside terraces . .. on 
the start of the wonder trip about the amazing ravines. 

Richard Forester, landscape artist, supported by a small 
band of local citizens who had enough foresight to realize 
and appreciate the vision of beauty of the Ravine Gardens, 
is responsible for this project which has captured the imagi-

colorful spots in the Gardens, 


anist, the Palatka Gardens include stately magnolia bays; 
gigantic pines, heritage of the centuries; dogwood; japonicas ; 
grape myrtles; day lilies; thousands of wild plums and olean- 
ders; Cherokee roses; and innumerable other growths in 
profusion. 

While the Azaleas, which comprise all varieties which 
grow out-of-doors, dominate the scene, the thousands of other 
plantings give the Gardens a year-round attraction instead 
of a seasonal splurge. The azaleas bloom from the middle of 
December to May and the hillsides are a blaze of glorious 
color. The Japanese magnolias, ranging from pure white to 
a deep purple, bloom from the middle of February until 
April. 

During the month of November, chrysanthemums reign 
supreme as 25,000 plants, ranging in color from white to dark 
red, lend their sensational beauty to the scene. 

Bougainvilleas and flame vines in the thousands, climb 
the moss-draped trees, to add their majestic coloring to the 
fascinating picture. As do the oleanders, roses, hibiscus, wild 
plums, dogwood and other blooms which complete the mar- 
velous effect. 


nation of a nation. Created from an untamed wilderness, it 
is acclaimed one of the outstanding accomplishments of the 
century. 

Observation terraces are constructed at strategic points 
and three suspension bridges span the widest area of the 
ravines, permitting the pedestrian to obtain unusual views. 

On the second terrace, there is a formal planting of 
Florida varieties of azaleas. These are labelled to permit the 
naturalist or the visitor, to find his favorite type. Below on 
the fifth and final terrace, all of which are rock-walled and 
artistically planted, is an old mill wheel, propelled by the 
brook . . . incessantly turning. 

West of the Gardens, lies the famous Azalea Bowl, an 
athletic park enclosed by a ten-foot beam, upon the crest of 
which are the Azaleas and palms, providing one of the most 
picturesque fields in the country. This was also constructed 
as part of the Ravine project and is worthy of the visitor’s 
inspection. 

Adjacent to the Ravines, is an attractive 18-hole munici- 
pal golf course . . . like the athletic park, combining utility 
and beauty.

she NEW PALM BEACH Biltmore, luxury hotel of tropical 
resortdom, has made an amazing record. The Biltmore, 
largest hotel south of the Nation’s Capital, for the first time 
in its twenty-five year existence has been filled with guests, 
a condition which began about the middle of January and 
has continued for weeks. Hundreds of would-be visitors have 
been unable to join this colony, due to lack of space. What 
makes this success so outstanding is the fact that the Bilt- 
more during its former spotted career has often been called 
a White Elephant of Hoteldom.
